An intervening petition, which is 
@eclared to be in behalf of all the 
bondholders of the United Railways 
Co., was filed today in the suit of 


John W. Seaman of New York and 


ether stockholders of the company 
for a receivership and accounting, 
now pending in the United States 
District Court. The petition was 
filed by the Leed Mining Co., a Dela- 
ware corporation, which holds $305,- 
600 of the 4 per cent first mortgage 
bonds of the company, maturing 
July 1, 1934. 

Leave to intervene was granted to 
the Leed company by Judge Dyer. 
The company is represented by 
Charlies W. Bates, who is also coun- 
gel for some of the _ stockholders; 
George H. Williams, M. F. Watts and 
Irvin V. Barth. 

Foreclosure Opposed. 

The petition says that the total 
bond issue of the United Railways 
Co. is $59,480,000, and that the an- 
nual interest is more than $2,500,- 
000. It is stated that the various 
classes of bondholders have organ- 
ized for protection, and that bonds 
have been deposited with commit- 
tees. 

A default in payment by the com- 
‘pany, it is stated, may result in a 
foreclosure, and a disintegration of 
the United Railways Co., which 
would be harmful to the bondholders, 
the stockholders and the public. 

The company’s present obligation 
to the city under the mill tax ordi- 
nance is declared to be $2,320,276.28. 
It is stated that the company, in an 
agreement Jan. 18, promised to pay 

950,000 a year, with 6 per cent in- 
terest, in quarterly payments of $64,- 
462.11. 

Declares Deal to Be Illegal. 

The intervening company says it 
believes that this promise of payment, 
jn 36 installments, beginning June 
16, 1920, is illegal, and unenforce- 
able, and that the city, at any time, 
might cause an execution to be is- 
sued for the entire amount due, with 
interest. 

The bonds held by the Leed com- 
pany, it is stated, are junior obliga- 
tions, as compared with the com- 
pany’s other mortgages, and the only 
protection for the bondholders is in 
the continued operation of the prop- 
erty. 

large Debts Recited. 


The intervening petition also states 

that the company is indebted in large 
sums for claims for personal injuries 
and that many suits based on simi- 
lar claims are still pending. The com- 
pany, it is alleged, is unable to pay 
its debts, obligation and interest and 
is unable to get funds Jo meet them 
because it is unable to obtain ex- 
tensions and is without sufficient se- 
curities or other adequate available 
effects to enable it to make loans. 

The petition adds that there is 
danger of creditors bringing suits 
against the United Railways and in 
the event of such suits there is dan- 
ger of executions against the prop- 
erty of the company, the sale of 
which would endanger’ the entire 
business. 

"The bonds of the Union Depot 
line, amounting to $3,500,000, ma- 
tured June 1, 1918," the intervenors 
recite, “but with the exception of a 
portion of the bonds paid and illegal- 
ly reissued, the loan is still past duc. 
The company, therefore, is insolvent 


and has been for.a considerable time 


and is operating now at a loss.” 


How Bonds Were Re-Issucd. 

The charge that the Union Depot 
bonds are past due and that a por- 
tion of them were reissued illegally, 
is explained as follows:

NOTORIOUS NEW YORK GANGSTER 


RETURNS FROM WAR A HERO 


“Monk” Eastman Twice in Sing Sing 
Prison Made Record for Him- 
scilf in American Army. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—‘Monk” 
Eastman (his right name is Wil- 
liant Delaney) appeared on Fifth 
avenue Tuesday with no fear of the 
police. He was one of the thousands 
in the ranks of the Twenty-seventh 
Division. Lining the curb in tho 
neighborhood of Twenty-third street 
wes a group of hig ‘‘pals."” When the 
108th Machine Gun Battalion came 
along yells of ‘‘Hello, Monk” came 
from the throats of East Side admir- 
ers. 

For years Monk Eastman was 
New York’s most notorious gang 
leader. In armed battles he led his 
clan against the Paul Kellies and 
Yakie Yak Bradys. Men were fre- 
quently killed in these conflicts, but 
for a long time political “‘pull” saved 
him from prosecution. In 1904 he 
was sent to Sing Sing for 10 years 
for assaulting a drunken man. He 
was pardoned after five years. 
Though he announced then he was 
going West to live down his past 
Fastman again went to prison in 
1916 for burglary. It was a few 
weeks after his release that in Oc- 
tober, 1917, he enlisted. Eastman 
did not want to miss any of the big 
doings at the front. He applied for 
a transfer from the 106th Infantry to 
the machine gun battalion. He 
was complimented by his commander 
for bravery under fire. When wound- 
ed in the left leg and right hand he 
crawled to a dugout and helped a 
fallen comrade to safety back of the 
lines. 

When convalescing In a field hos- 
pital after he had been gassed, he 
slipped out, clad in pajamas, man- 
aged to get clothing and returned to 
the trenches. 

“Army life has made me over,” 
Monk told his comrades, 
to stick. If a fellow makes good

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The 
text of the proposed amendment to 
the league of nations covenant sug- 
gested by former President Taft, 
which was considered by President 
Wilson and the allied Premiers in 


Paris yesterday, was sent from the 
White House less than a week ago, 
after Mr. Taft had been assured by 
Secretary Tumulty that any sug- 
gestion from him would be welcomed 
by the President. This became known 
today at the White House. 

Several suggestions were made by 
Mr. Taft, the principal one dealing 
with the Monroe Doctrine. This was 
stated officially, but White House of- 
ficials declined to give out the text 


The former President talked over 
the telephone with Mr. Tumulty last 
week and made known his desire to 
make some suggestions if they would 
be welcome in Paris. When Mr. Tu- 
multy told him President Wilson 
would be glad to receive them, the 
proposals were forwarded to the 
White House. Several days ago a 
message was received at the White 
House extending the  President’s 
thanks to Mr. Taft. 

When President Wilson received 
the message making known that Mr.

$10 a ton, the largest on any finished 
product, is 60 per cent above the pre- 
war level. 

The new tin plate and sheet prices 
are, respectively, 77 per cent and 98 
per cent above the pre-war level. The 
advances over the respective pre- 
war levels, maintained by these ar- 
ticles, are the largest among the fin- 
ished products. 

That this is true with respect to 
sfieets and tin plate is evidently due 
to the plan followed in scaling down 
prices. Reductions have been about 
the same per ton, regardless of sell- 
ing prices. Under such an arrange- 
ment high-priced articles like sheets 
and tin plate suffered a relatively 
much smaller cut than the lower- 
priced articles such as rails.
